Annual Town Meeting 


Voters shoot down charter 
committee, pass budget

WILMINGTON - Voters who 
attended 
Meeting on Saturday, April 24, 
rejected a proposal to establish 
a charter committee, chose not 
to sell a portion of Wilmington- 
owned land near John Street, 
took a wait-and-see approach to 
possibly deeming Chestnut 
Street a Scenic Road, and 
passed a $63 million budget for 
Fiscal Year 2005. 

Sunny skies may have affect- 
ed the turnout at the high 
school gymnasium last week- 
end. Only 195 voters attended 
the annual town meeting, but 
such a number did surpass the

150 registered residents neces- 
sary to declare a quorum and 
46 articles 
featured in this year’s warrant. 
Article 25 was the final article 
to be selected randomly at the 
conclusion of Saturday's 
approximately six-hour meet- 
ing. It sought to establish a 
selectmen-appointed commit- 
tee that would be charged with 
reviewing Wilmington’s Town 
Charter and, if necessary, r.ak- 
ing recommendations to update 
or improve it. 

Proponents of the article 
included Selectmen Frank West 
and Suzanne Sullivan. 

West stated that much has 


changed in Wilmington since 
the current charter was estab- 
lished more than 50 years ago, 
when in town there were “more 
animals than people.” West 
added that the efforts of the 
committee would be similar to 
those of the town’s by-law com- 
mittee, which was formed to 
conduct its own reviews and 
make suggestions for improve- 
ments or clarifications to the 
town’s by-laws. 

According to West, the com- 
mittee would provide the town 
an opportunity to ask, “What 
are we doing good? What are 
we doing bad?” 

Sullivan noted as well that 


Board seeking to impose 


cap on legal funds 


WILMINGTON - During a 
meeting on Monday, April 26, 
the Board of Selectmen was 
unanimous in its desire to place 
a monetary cap on legal fees 
for Fiscal Year 2005. 
Furthermore, selectmen 
expressed a common expecta- 
tion to set such a cap at 
$132,800. 

Attorney Paul DeRensis of the 
firm of Deutsch, Williams, 
Brooks, DeRensis & Holland, 
P.C, (DWBDH) is currently 
working as Wilmington’s Town 
Counsel under an agreement in 
which the town pays hourly 
billing for litigation and spe- 
cialized services in addition to 
@ monthly retainer fee. 

The town had historically 
paid a flat fee for legal ser- 
viees, a practice that was aban- 
doned at the insistence of 


DeRensis in December of 2003, 
in favor of the current mone- 
tarily open-ended agreement. 

During the meeting, 
Selectwoman Sullivan stated 
that she wants to put proce- 
dures in place for the annual 
appointment of Town Counsel. 
She also expressed a desire for 
suggestions from her fellow 
selectmen. Sullivan had stated 
back in June of 2003, during the 
controversy then surrounding 
the board’s re-appointment 
process for the position, that 
procedures should be put in 
place before the next appoint- 
ment was scheduled to take 
place. 

Newly elected Selectman 
Michael Newhouse agreed with 
Sullivan. He told the board 
that he was pleased to see, 
while reviewing _ recently 
released executive session min- 
utes, that Town Counsel had 


expressed a commitment to 
staying within $132,800 for legal 
services during Fiscal Year 
2005. He noted, however, that 
he didn’t glean from those min- 
utes whether Town Counsel 
would be willing to commit to 
that in writing. 

The figure of $132,800 was the 
budget established for the 
town’s legal fees when 
DeRensis entered into an 
“agreement with Wilmington in 
July 2003. Following a revision 
of the town counsel’s contract 
in December, the town received 
an increase in bills averaging 
roughly $25,000 each for the 
months of December and 
January. 

“Selectwoman Sullivan’s com- 
ments about having a process 
in place are well made,” 
Newhouse said. “My most 
important concern is making 
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much time has passed since the 
town charter was last exam- 
ingd.

WILMINGTON - In a public 
hearing, the Board of 
Selectmen voted 4 to 1 on 
Monday night to offer its 


endorsement for the re-opening 
of the New Boston Street 
Bridge in Woburn 

Woburn Mayor John Curran 
and Woburn City Engineer 
John Corey attended the hear 
ing to answer questions from 
selectmen and residents 

The bridge, located just over 
the Woburn line at the end of 
Woburn Street, has been closed 
since it caught fire back in the 
late 1970s. The Town of 
Wilmington has opposed its re- 
opening since that time due to 
traffic concerns. The opening 
of the new Interstate 93 inter- 
change situated between the 
Route 128 and 129 interchanges 
has alleviated those concerns 
for the majority of the board 

The New Boston Street Bridge 
sits entirely in Woburn, but in 
order to be eligible for state 
funding to complete the pro: 
ject, Woburn needs the blessing 
of Wilmington. 

Letters of support for the pro- 
ject were submitted to the 
board by Wilmington Police 
Chief Bernard Nally, 
Wilmington Fire Chief Daniel 
Stewart, and Wilmington 
Director of Planning & 
Conservation Lynn ~Duncan 
State Representative James 
Miceli also offered his support, 
but he was willing to defer to 
the position taken by the board, 


according to Wilmington Town 
Manager Michael Caira 
Selectmen Chairman Michael 


McCoy has been opposed to the 
re-opening of the bridge for 
many years, but he cited the 
existence of the new 1-93 inter 
change as oifering a dramatic 
improvement to the area 

The board tad been working

Wilmington man charged 
with vehicular homicide

TEWKSBURY - A 22-year old 
Tewksbury man lost his life in a 
traffic accident on Route 38 in 
the area of Home Depot on 
Sunday morning. 

According to reports, Rob 
Terris, 22, of Tewksbury, was 
traveling south on Route 38 
when he lost control of his 
motorcycle and went down in 
front of a pick-up truck that 
was traveling in the same 
direction. 

That section of Route 38 has 
two lanes of travel in each 
direction. 


“Originally, they were in dif- 
ferent lanes, but the operator of 
the motorcycle lost control and 
entered the other lane,” said 
Tewksbury Police Chief Alfred 
Donovan. 

The truck, driven by 
Wilmington resident David 
Gidari, reportedly struck 
Terris and proceeded between 
a quarter of a mile to a mile 
down the road before pulling 
over. 

The accident was reported by 
a Tewksbury police officer who 
requested an ambulance and 
paramedics to the scene. 


Emergency personnel trans 
ported Terris to Saints 
Memorial in Lowell, where he 
was pronounced dead minutes 
after arrival. 

The accident is currently 
being investigated. According 
to Donovan, it has not yet been 
determined whether Terris suc: 
cumbed to injuries sustained 
from being struck by the truck 
or from injuries sustained in 
the original accident

Heart patients can 
now make “virtual 
office visits” 


BURLINGTON - _Lahey 
Clinic patients are the first in 
Massachusetts to benefit from 
a new remote heart monitoring 
system that evaluates their 
implantable cardiac devices 
over the internet. 

“This is a great advance for 
both the doctor and the 
patient,” said David T. Martin, 
MD, director of the Cardiac 
Arrhythmia Service at Lahey 
Clinic. “This system gives us 
much more information about 
the patient and the implanted 
device. It saves the patient a 
potentially lengthy journey to 
the doctor’s office by allowing 
us to do a quick check-up if the 
patient is concerned about 
something. It adds an impor- 
tant new level of comfort for 
the patient.” 

The system is Medtronic’s 
CareLink Network, the nations 
first Internet-based service 
that connects patients and 
their physicians for “virtual 
office visits.” 

The new technology is avail- 
able to people with a Medtronic 
implantable cardioverter-defib- 
rillator (ICD) or cardiac resyn- 
chronoziation therapy ICD sys- 


tem for heart failure. 
The Medtronic CareLink 
Network is comprised of, 
patient monitor, a Web site 
clinicians, and a separate 
site for patients and their liy 
ones. The monitor is a si 
easy-to-use device that allows 
patients to collect information 
by holding a small computer:

Seniors to receive info 


on drug discount cards 


This month Massachusetts 
seniors will start to receive 
information at least 25 
Medicare-approved drug dis- 
count cards. 

Because only one Medicare- 
approved discount card is 
allowed per year, the SHINE 
(Serving Health Information 
Needs of Elders) Program rec- 
ommends that seniors take 
their time and carefully evalu- 
ate the discounts of each card 
before submitting the applica- 
tion to the card sponsor. Low- 
income seniors (annual income 
no more than $12,569 for an 
individual and $16,862 per cou- 
ple) may be eligible for a $600 
credit to help pay for medica- 
tions. 

Anyone who has Medicare A 
or B is eligible for a card and 
the average discount is expect- 
ed to be 10 to 15%. Enrollment 
will be throughout 2004 and 2005 
and there will be a small enroll- 
ment fee each year. 

The Medicare Program and 
card sponsors will send each

WILMINGTON -  Seventeen- 
year-old singer/songwriter Casey 
Desmond performed at the 
Wilmington Art Center on 
Saturday evening, April 3, 2004, 
and the audience of approximate- 
ly 40-50 attendees were amazed at 
the quality of talent from such a 
young artist. With her beautiful- 
ly dynamic singing voice and an 
acoustic guitar, Casey played two 
45-minute sets of original compo- 
sitions. We hope to get her back 
to perform at the Art Center.

3rd performance, her most recent 
LP, with the soon-to-be-released 
single "Baram" (aka

‘Trynin, a well-known Boston-area

$132,800),” Sullivan said. 
Sullivan felt that sending a 
letter to DeRensis was too for- 
mal and that the matter could 
be dealt with through a tele- 
phone call or in person. 
Selectman Raymond Lepore 
disagreed with the tone of 
McCoy’s letter.

The revision consisted of sub- 
stantial changes in language 
throughout the agreement and 
more’ clearly defined a number of 
items to the benefit of the town. 

Highlights included a firmly 
established timeline for fees to the 
town; a timeline relating to the 
completion of local traffic mitiga- 
tion; the addition of a fence 
between the project and abutting 
properties; and language specify- 
ing the design of the ice skating 
rink to be included in the mall, 
along with the commitments of 


reduced ice-time rates for 
‘Tewksbury organizations. 
The agreement calls for a skating 


facility “comparable in scope and 
range of the current facilities of 
the Ristuccia Rink in Wilmington,” 
which has one skating surface. 

While Tewksbury residents had 
been led to believe that the rink 
would include two skating surfaces, 
the original draft did not specifi- 
cally call for two surfaces. 

“We felt that the original develop- 
ment agreement didn’t clearly 
establish that a rink would be built 
at all,” Ryan said. “The Mills 
advertisements said it, but the 
development agreement didn’t.” 

Mills commits to providing 150 
hours of ice time per-year to the 
‘Tewksbury School System at a rate 
of not less than 25 percent below 
comparable rates in the immedi- 
ately surrounding area. Mills will 
provide 150 hours of ice time per 
year to the residents of the Town of 
Tewksbury at a rate of not less 
than 50 percent below comparable 
rates.

“In fairness to Town Counsel, 
if he is reluctant to a cap it is 
because of some snake in the 
woodpile that may jump out 
and bite him,” Newhouse said. 
“A sub-committee works with 
him to alleviate that. There are 
ways to work around that in a 
contract.” 

McCoy agreed, stating that for 
special circumstances, such as 
potential litigation involving 
Olin Chemical and the Maple 
Meadow Landfill, = Town 
Meeting voters can decide 
whether to appropriate monies 
over and above the cap to cover 
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hours of ice time per year to the 
‘Tewksbury Youth Skating 
Association at a discounted rate of 
not less than 25 percent below com- 
parable rates. 

Selectmen Chairman Joseph Gill 
thanked Book for his efforts on 
Tewksbury's behalf.

Book stood on the record of Foley

“That is a big plus, as far as I'm 
concerned,” Selissen said. 

Residents in attendance were not 
so quickly impressed. 

Jennie’s Way resident Kimberly 
DeRosa was pleased to hear that a 
fence was included in the revised 
agreement, but she was upset at 
the lack of any type of sound bar-

Arthur Kanavos spoke as a 
Trustee of the Fred I. DiCenso 
Trust, which owns roughly

“To propose a situation where- 
by no trucks are allowed on 
West Street, as far as I'm con-

how they would want their com- 
munity to be structured. 

“It doesn’t hurt to look,” 
Sullivan said. 

Opponents of the article took 

issue with the fact that town 
employees would be barred 
from the nine-member, select- 
men-appointed committee. 
“It's totally wrong,” said Jack 
Cushing, who is employed by 
the Wilmington Department of 
Public Works, 

Selectman Michael Newhouse 
opposed the article too, sug- 
gesting that, like the United 
States Constitution, 
Wilmington's Town Charter is 
not a document to be treated as 
malleable. Newhouse felt that 
the charter should only be 
reviewed for possible revision if 
a pressing circumstance exist- 
ed 

Former selectman Robert 
Cain argued that the real pur- 
pose of the proposed committee 
stemmed from a desire of the 
Board of Selectmen to usurp 
the powers of the town manag- 
er. 

Selectmen Chairman Michael 
McCoy rejected that argument. 
He stated that it was “absolute- 
ly not true” that the Board of 
Selectmen is intending to 


restructure the town charter in 
order to compromise or remove 
‘Town Manager Michael Caira. 


“Shame on you,” McCoy said. 
“We're trying to make good 
government work.” 

McCoy also felt that the arti- 
cle had been worded too strong- 
ly. He stated that town employ- 
ees who live in Wilmington 
should not be excluded from the 
committee. 

In the end, Article 25 failed. 

Voters also rejected Article 
24, choosing not to sell town- 
owned land on John Street for 
its assessed fair market value 
of $350,000. 

The property, which is 
approximately 54,000 square 
feet, was deemed surplus by 
the town years ago. Two 
attempts to sell the land at pre- 
vious town meetings had failed. 

Caira supported the article 
because it would provide funds 
to the town at a time when its 
“free cash” reserve is diminish- 
ing and the community is in 
need of identifying new sources 
of revenue. 

A majority, however, opposed 
the article and defeated it. 
Opponents spoke of the beauty 
of the land and the finite nature 
of the revenue it would gener- 
ate, 

“It’s a nice little piece of 
woods separating neighbor- 
hoods,” said resident Frank 
Downs. “Please don't sell it.” 

Resident Dan Woodbury 
agreed. 
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“We do not need to sell our 
jewels,” he stated. 

Selectman West also spoke 
against the article, noting that 
the profit of $350,000 that would 
result from its passage would 
simply be a “one-shot deal,” not 
a continuous source of income 
for the town. 

Article 43, which was indepen- 
dent from Article 24 but con- 
cerned the same property, 
sought to transfer the land to 
the care of the Conservation 
Commission The article 
failed, 59 to 49, because it did 
not garner the needed two- 
thirds vote. 

Article 40 sought to designate 
portions of Chestnut Street and 
Hillside Way as Scenic Streets 
under Massachusetts General 
Laws. 

Proponents of the article 
maintained that the title of 
Scenic Street would solidly pro- 
tect the character of the area 
and, therefore, the town. 
Opponents argued that it could 
tie the hands of employees of 
the Department of Public 
Works who may need to main- 
tain the region for safety and 
other purposes. 

The article's __ petitioner, 
Charles “Mickey” Rooney, with- 
drew his proposal, so that the 
town could develop a better 
sense of the overall impact of 
such a designation and possibly 
revisit the topic at a future 
town meeting. 

Town meeting voters also 
approved the $63 million budget 
put forth by the town manager 
for Fiscal Year 2005 
Approximately 43 percent of 
the budget will be used for local 
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education. 

As a result of the budget’s 
passage: 

* $317,400 will be used to pur- 
chase various vehicles for the 
police department, the Animal 
Control Officer, the 
Department of Public Works 
and the School Department; 

* $120,000 will be used to 
rebuild the track at Wilmington 
High School; 

* $50,000 will be used to buy 
two water boilers to replace the 
hot water tank at the high 
school; 

* $50,000 will be used to 
replace part of the roof at the 
Woburn Street School; 

* $48,000 will be used to com- 
plete the painting of the interi- 
or at the North Intermediate 
School; 

* $124,000 will be used to 
install ductless, split air condi- 
tioning units for Wilmington 
Memorial Library; 

* $44,000 will be used to 
replace the carpet at the 
library; 

* $225,000 will be used to 
replace the roof at the Town 
Hall; 

* $24,300 will be used to pur- 
chase optical scan voting 
machines to comply with the 
Help America Vote Act in time 
for this November's presiden- 
tial election; and 

* $520,000 will be used for the 
operation of various town 
departments. 

Also during the meeting, vot- 
ers agreed to authorize the 
Board of Selectmen to petition 
the State Legislature to allow 
resident Joseph A. Vieira III an 
opportunity to take the civil 
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service firefighter’s exam. By 
a vote of 56 to 16, however, vot- 
ers denied resident Michael 
Baker the same opportunity. 

Through Article 22, voters 
embraced the Baby Safe Haven 
Act, which allows selectmen to 
petition the state to enact a spe- 
cial law that will provide a 
location in Wilmington where a 
newborn could be safely 
brought by a mother in crisis, 
rather than abandoned. The 
mother would be allowed to 
anonymously surrender cus- 
tody of the child with a quali- 
fied healthcare specialist. 

The act does state a stipula- 
tion: Only newborns seven 
days or younger could be 
brought to the havens. 
According to Representative 
Miceli, who said the issue has 
been debated with spirit in the 
legislature, the cut-off age has 
been put in place to prevent an 
uncontrollable number of cases 
of child abandonment. 

Through other approved arti- 
cles, voters secured money for 
the town's Senior Citizen Tax 
Work-Off program; the obser- 
vations of Memorial and 
Veterans Days; suitable quar- 
ters for the Veterans of Foreign 
Wars, the Marine Corp League 
and the American Legion; and 
the continuation of revolving 
funds for the Compost Bin 
Recycling Program and the 
upgrades or repairs of subsur- 
face sewage disposal systems. 

Voters also approved Fenway 
Street, Foley Farm Road and 
portions of Seneca Way to be 
public ways. 

Also receiving stamps of 
approval were a flurry of rec- 
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ommendations made by the By- 
law Study Committee to revise 
and amend the town’s by-laws. 
As a result: 

« the method of setting 
municipal fees will be simpli- 
fied; 

* fines for the violations of 
by-laws will be boosted from 
$200 to $300; 

* the dedication or merorial- 
ization of a building, field or 
property will be placed solely 
in the hands of town meeting 
voters; 

* the Director of the Board of 
Health can direct a property 
owner to remove graffiti 
deemed a nuisance to the pub- 
lic and charge said owner a 
$300 fine if he or she does not 
comply; 

The passage of Article 34, 
which was also proposed by the 
by-law committee, now allows 
the police department to 
charge someone $25 for each 
false alarm to which emer- 
gency personnel responds. 
According to Deputy Police 
Chief Robert Spencer, who pre- 
sented the article at town meet- 
ing, public safety officials 
responded to 1,737 false alarms 
and 1,200 false 911 calls in 2002. 

Also, in terms of proposed by- 
law changes, voters decided to 
stick with the random selection 
of articles as the method by 
which to run future town meet- 
ings. A section of Article 28 
had proposed doing away with 
that procedure during future 
meetings and instead address- 
ing articles in the order they 
appear numerically in the war- 
rant.

The Caira Family is easily 
synonymous with many things 
whether it’s the different fami- 
ly generations living here in 
town, their proud Italian her- 
itage and long lasting support 
of the Sons of Italy, as well as 
politics, and of course sports.

McKenzie, who graduated from 
Wilmington High in 1998, has 
served as the junior varsity 
indoor track coach at her alma 
mater this season as well as 
serving as an assistant at the 
varsity level and she will 
assume those same roles with 
the field hockey team next sea- 
son. 

The 2002 graduate of Endicott 
College played field hockey, 
softball and track while at 
Wilmington High and field 
hockey while at Endicott and 
now she is passing her knowl- 
edge of the sports she loves on 
to the next generation of 
Wildcat athletes and is loving 
every minute of her new role. 

“This is something I have 
always wanted to do.

He 
has since been a guidance 
counselor, including 22 years at 
the Woburn Street and the past 
three years at the North 
Intermediate. 

‘Throughout those 31 years, 
Jack has always been involved 
with helping children. Whether 
it's been in the classroom or on 
the. diamond, he’s been there. 
In 1981, he became the varsity 
softball coach at WHS after Ed 
Harrison left. Jack spent two 
years at the helm, including 
winning a Merrimack Valley 
Conference in ‘82 behind such 
stars like Kim Myteck, Cheryl 
Evans, Mary Linehan and 
Meghan Donnelly.

In March of 2002, Jack Fahey 
got a phone call from former 
WHS athletic director Jim 
Gillis, who asked Jack his 
thoughts of Bob Surran, who 
was the front runner for the 
varsity softball job replacing 
Paul Lyman, who resigned to 
take the same position at 
Hishop Fenwick. Fahey said 
that he admired the work 
Surran has done on the school 
committee and in the youth 
field hockey program and 
thought that he would be the 
Idgical choice. A few days later, 
Surran was named the head 
cpach, and he too called Jack 
Fahey offering him a job as vol- 
unteer varsity coach. 

“Jack has been there three 
years now with me and he’s 
done a great job,” said Surran. 


“He really does. He keeps my 
head on straight - or tries to 
anyway. He always keeps things 
moving, especially at practices. 
He has good plans of what to do 
at practices and he’s very good 
on talking about strategies 
whether it’s defensive changes 
or anything that we go through 
during games. He helps me a 
lot - I know it’s my job to make 
the final decisions, but without 
him it would be very difficult to 
make them.

Four years ago, Lyman 
thought his secret weapon for 
that season was freshman slug- 
ger Shannon Fahey, who was 
his starting right fielder.

also priest-in-residence at St 
Athanasius Church, Reading. 

The man who left his home 
in Nyanza, Rwanda to come to 
America two years ago turns 
the calendar back 45 years 
when the seeds of the horrific 
Rwandan genocide were sown 
in 1959. 

“When the majority Rwan- 
dan.ethnic group, the Hutu, 
overthrew the Tutsi king. Tens 
of-thousands of Tutsis were 
killed in the next several years, 
and, 150,000 more were driven 
into, exile." (A Boston paper 
‘ten, years later, a look back’ 
3/30/04) 

Meanwhile, “The World 
Almanac and Book of Facts" 
(2001) brings the genocide into 
focus giving us some basic his- 
torical perspective: “After the 
presidents of Burundi (a sepa- 
rate nation) and Rwanda were 
killed in an airplane crash 
(April 1994) violence erupted in 
Rwanda between the Hutu and 
Tutsi factions (rival tribes); 
tens of thousands (of Tutsis) 
were slain. The conflict spread 
to refugee camps in neighbor- 
ing Zaire and Burundi. The 
U.N. (United Nations) sent 4 
U.S. led peacekeeping force, 
but it was unsuccessful in 
restoring order. Some soldiers 
of the peacekeeping force were 
killed, including 213 Pakistanis 
(June 1993) and 18 U.S 
Rangers(Oct. 1993). The U.N. 
ended its mission (Mar. 1995) 
with no durable government in 
place." 

Fr. Bigirimana brings us a 
first person account of this ter- 
rible nightmare which brought 
death and destruction to this 
pastor's family, friends and 
homeland. The 45 year-old 
priest tells us, "I was in Burun- 
dj (a separate nation in 1993) 
working with the bishop as an 


administrative secretary. Some 
of my family, cousins and 
uncles, were in Muyinga (a 
Burundian city). 1 knew a Tutsi 
priest and (he led me to) a reli- 
gious house (convent). I went 
there at night. I hid in the attic 
afd saw my own priest killed, 
ihd I saw a priest's family 
slaughtered. He was my friend. 
The nuns brought me some 
food. They were nurses In a 
hospital, and (therefore) the 
Hutus needed them and didn't 
kill them. I was in the attic for 
two weeks, and one week later 


I left with a Tutsi priest and 
my bishop from Rwanda picked 
me up with seven nuns in a mil- 
itary helicopter (with an Inter- 
national Red Cross insignia). I 
saw many people killed in front 
of me." 

The distraught priest's 
mother and father, three broth- 
ers, one sister, and 10 children 
were murdered. It was a living 
nightmare which lasted for one 
month-truly hell on earth. Fr. 
Pascal continues, “Hand 
granades and machetes were 
used and HIV (aids) was 
spread by machetes (covered 
with blood and dirt). Some 
young priests like me left the 
priesthood. If I was not a priest 
I would have died." (because he 
wouldn't have found a safe hid- 
ing place if it weren't for the 
brave Tutsi priest.) 

How did he find the strength 
to go on living? Many people 
would have committed suicide, 
but this dedicated minister of 
God had His work to do in 
Rwanda where love and com- 
passion were so badly needed. 
But before Fr. Pascal could 
begin healing his fellow Rwan- 
dans another black cloud 
appeared on Rwanda's endless 
horizon. 

Out of Africa came word of 
a second and more devastating 
and horrible genocide. This one 
began April 6, 1994 and claimed 
the lives of 800,000 Tutsi men, 
women and children. Fr. Bigiri- 
mana came home to Butare, 
Rwanda to learn that three of 
his uncles, two aunts and three 
of their children were m: 
cred 

There is sadness in his dark 
brown eyes and Fr. Pascal's 
voice doesn't resonate with the 
joy he knew as a child growing 
up in The Republic of Rwanda 
Our hearts ache for him as he 
says, “I can't locate any of my 
relatives-they are buried in 
mass graves. My faith in God 
keep me sane." 

How does this remarkable 
man cope with the loss of loved 
ones and friends that is incom- 
prehensible to us? This Rwan- 
dan priest says, “Let me suffer 
and forgive. Two of my sisters 
escaped; one with five children 
and the other with two chil- 
dren. In 2004 the sister with two 
children died from a snake bite. 
The other sister adopted her 
sister's children 

‘The Nyanza Parish-Orphan- 
age has 6,000 families with 
nearly 1200 children, both Hutu 
and Tutsi, who have no parents 
or relatives. We gave orphans

to many widows who are trau- 
matized -the orphans have a 
family now. Our parish sup- 
ports them." 

When asked whether the 
Rwandan government is stable 
today, this 45 year-old priest, 
who has seen so much hatred, 
violence and murder says, “It is 
looking better because we are 
trying to educate the orphans. 
Sixty-five percent of the popu- 
lation is Catholic, 75 percent 
Christians (Protestants and 
Catholic). We are trying to edu- 
cate people to love one another. 
People have to live together 
The orphanage is the power of 
love. I see myself compared to 
10 years ago; when I see what 
happened, we tend to forgive 
but not forget You have to for- 
give to live together. Never plan 
any evil in your heart." 

The affable, somber priest 
believes that the Tutsi adults 
and orphaned children's future 
will be brighter, but the road to 
prosperity and peace will be 
long and have many detours 
and rough places. Fr. Bigiri- 
mana believes the answer lies 
in close family and religious 
ties. A sister is all that is left of 
Fr, Bigirimana's large family. 
He has seen the ravages and 
extreme cruelty of genocide, 
and now embraces the parish- 
ioners of Christ The King 
Parish and Nyanza Orphanage 
as his only family. 

This Rwandan priest sees a 
rainbow of hope forming high 
above in the endless Rwandan 
sky. It holds the promise of a 
better tomorrow for Mbabazi 
and future generations of 
Rwandan children who hopeful- 
ly will practice compassion and 
love their neighbor as them- 
selves. Fr. Pascal concludes, 
“Who will be the next pastor of 
my parish or the next presi- 
dent? Will they come from this 
orphanage?" 

Fr. Pascal Biginmana will 
return to Christ The King 
Parish and Nyanza Orphanage 
in December. God speed.
